McGinnis, Wally Schidler, Ken & Eleanor Smith, & George Ticknor, for a total of 16, not bad 
for a Superbowl Sunday. Our slate of club officers for 1985 is as follows: President - Steve 
Alpert; Vice Pres.- Larry Edell; Treasurer - John Barnes; Secretary - Elaine Willahan. We 
thank Eleanor Smith for serving as Acting Secretary, and Bob Ritterband as Associate Acting

resembling a turn-of-the-century trolley, serving the Fairfax area. A second bus is being 
considered, as well as the use of tokens to be given to customers by Fairfax merchants, that 
would be good for a free ride.

TOKENS "LINE UP" Last year, a private detective from Ventura, in L.A. on business, visited 
IN MURDER TRIAL a West L.A. coin shop looking for information on tokens. He was referred 
to me. He was hired by the defense in the "Skid Row Stabber" trial of 
Santa Barbara. The accused, a skid row denizen, allegedly stabbed to death and robbed a local 
man who was known to carry an old token as a pocket piece. The accused man was found with a 
token on his possession, brass, about 25mm, blank reverse, reading "Olcese Sheep Ranch, 5, 
Patrick SF" (an old ranch near Santa Barbara), the same token (but the same specimen?) the 
murder victim carried. The detective needed information on the rarity of the token (which 
was previously unknown to collectors) to hopefully show that it wouldn't be uncommon for two 
people to be walking around with this token. He was also looking for similarly sized and 
appearing brass tokens to take pictures of, make enlargements, and form a "token lineup" for 
the trial, to see if friends of the murder victim could identify his pocket piece token out 
of the group. I found some in my junk box, which he photographed. ; 
The accused was found guilty of the crime, but the token(s) played a negligible part in 
the trial. He's now in prison, with the decision being appealed, and the Olcese token is 


thus still being held as evidence.
